General Conclusion:Due- 


to the longterm aspects 
for Curacao.For St.Maar- 
ten and Aruba the need 
for a forced general cut 
in wages and salaries for 
the private sector is not 
necessary.The economy 
of Aruba can bounce ba- 
ck from the blow of the 
Lago closing,because of 
the strong position of its 
tourist sector and the 
good prospects for accele 
rated growth of this sec- 
tor.Wage and salary cor- 
rections are oniy part of 
the: measures taken and 
to be taken by the priva- 
te sector of Aruba to ad- 
just itself to the situation 
of an economy without 
Lago.Success of the pri- 
vate sector is not only 
dependent on the cost 
levels but also on the mar 
ket positions and growth 
opportunities.

wage and salary cuts and 
all efforts muat be fo- 
cused on the problems 
of solving the crisis in the 
government budget finan 
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cing.Private enterprise 
can be helpful,by crea- 
tng new investment whi- 
ch result in lower unem- 
ployment,releasing the go 
vernment from some of 
the welfare payments to 
be paid to unemployed 
citizens.New investment 
also bring in more foreign 
exchange and _ increase 
the tax income for the 
government.The tourist

cing the planned Tourist 
Authority as soon as po- 
sibel.A solution for the

Over- 
staffing and a higher wa- 
ge and salary level than in 
the private sector has cau 
sed a crisis situation in A- 
ruba’s public sector long 
before Lago decided to 
close.The extra millions 
paid by Lago during 
1979-1983 have concea- 


o/o increase in govern- 
ment spending _ since 
1979.Except for the smal 
i group of top gevernmen 
t employees,salaries in go 
vernment are approx 30. 
to 400/o above the pre- 
sent wage and salary level 
s in the private sector. 
This is just the other way 
around as in most coun- 
tries where the security 
of a government job has a 
price and the more vulne 
rable private sector wor- 
ker is paid more than 
somebody with a similar 


' job in governmient.Also | 


the benefits-1000/o sick- 
ness cost compensation 
and excellent retirement 
pay are better for the go- 
vernment employees in 
our situation.Cutting wa- 
ges and salaries in the pri- 
vate sector however do 
not contribute to the go 
vernment budget.Due to 


lower tax income the go- 
vernment will get less in- 
come if the private sector 
is forced to reduce wages 
and salaries where it is 
not absolutely necessary. 
Conclusion:The govern- 
ment of Aruba will have 
to return to the budget le 
vel of 1979-and will not 
be able to do this without a_ 
drastic reorganisation. Be- 
side lay-offs and early re- 
tirement of alarge num- 
ber of government wor- 
kers,a further reduction 
in wages and salaries as 
weil as benefits is in or- 
der,especially with a view 
to the large gap in inco- 
me between workers in 
goverr ment as compared 
to workers in the private 
sector.
